EMt  of  lessons,  &c* 


The  Lessons  for  Morning  and  Evening  Service 
on  the  Lord's  Day  form  a  two-years'  course. 
The  First  Lesson  in  the  Morning  Service  is 
selected  from  the  historical  books  of  the  Old 
Testament,  on  the  principle  of  conveying  an 
outline  of  the  sacred  history ;  and  the  First 
Lesson  in  the  Evening  Service  is  taken  from 
the  prophetical  writings,  the  order  of  the  canon 
beino*  followed  throughout.  The  Second  Lesson 
combines  portions  of  the  gospels  and  epistles. 
It  will  be  observed  that  the  greater  part  of 
the  Xew  Testament  is  thus  read  yearly  on  the 
Lord's  Day — the  gospel  history  being  harmonised 
so  as  to  admit  of  being  completed  within  the 
year ;  while  the  portions,  whether  of  gospels  or 
epistles,  necessarily  omitted  one  year,  are  intro- 
duced, so  far  as  possible,  in  the  year  following. 


Iii  the  "  Table  of  Lessons  for  a  Third  Ser- 
vice," the  First  Lesson  is  chosen  principally 
with  reference  to  the  Sunday  Morning  Old 
Testament  Lesson,  and  the  Second  Lesson  is 
taken  from  the  gospels  in  their  canonical  order. 

The  Table  for  the  First  Year  is  to  be  used 
in  those  years  of  which  the  number  is  odd,  as 
1877-79,  &c. ;  the  Table  for  the  Second  Year 
in  those  of  which  the  number  is  even,  as  1878- 
80,  &c. 

When  Psalms  and  Lessons  are  specified  in 
the  "  Table  of  Lessons,  &c,  for  Special  Services," 
as  proper  for  a  special  occasion,  the  Psalms 
and  Lessons  of  ordinary  course  are  then  to  be 
omitted. 

It  is  intended,  when  several  Psalms  are  set 
down,  that  a  selection  should  be  made  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Minister. 

According  to  the  "  Table  of  Daily  Lessons," 
the  Old  Testament  is  read  through  once,  (with 
the  exception  of  certain  parts  omitted  as  less 
suitable),  and  the  Xewr  Testament  twice,  every 
year. 

When  a  Psalm  or  Lesson  is  described  as  ex- 
tending "  to  "  a  verse,  it  is  to  be  understood  that 
the  verse  specified  is  excluded.

(The  Rubrics  annexed  to  the  Fi?'si  Morning  Service 
apply,  likewise ;  to  the  Services  that  folloiu  for  the 
five  Sundays  of  the  month.) 

At  the  entry  of  the  officiating  Minister,  one  of  the  in- 

vitatory  Psalms   may  be   sung;    then    the   Minister 
says — 

OUE  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth. 
The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  all  them  that  call 
upon  Him,  to  all  that  call  upon  Him  in  truth. 
He  will  fulfil  the  desire  of  them  that  fear  Him ; 
He  also  will  hear  their  cry,  and  will  save  them. 
Having  these  promises,  let  us  draw  near  to 
the  throne  of  grace  with  true  hearts,  in  full 
assurance  of  faith. 
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Prayer  of  Invocation. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  being 
now  assembled  to  present  to  Thee  our 
praises  and  our  prayers,  and  to  hear  Thy  word ; 
we  beseech  Thee,  that,  according  to  the  pro- 
mises which  Thou  hast  made  to  hear  us  when 
we  call  upon  Thee  in  the  name  of  Thy  Son,  it 
may  please  Thee  to  regard  us  in  Thy  mercy, 
and  so  to  raise  our  thoughts  and  desires  to  Thy- 
self, that  we  may  this  day  render  to  Thee  an 
acceptable  service ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

The  Confession. 

If  we  say  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  our- 
selves, and  the  truth  is  not  in  us.  If  we  con- 
fess our  sins,  Thou  art  faithful  and  just  to 
forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all 
unrighteousness. 

0  Lord  our  God,  eternal  and  almighty  Father, 
we  acknowledge  and  confess  before  Thy  holy 
majesty,  that  we  are  miserable  sinners ;  born  in 
iniquity,  prone  to  evil ;  unable  of  ourselves  to 
do  that  which  is  good ;  transgressing  daily,  and 
in  many  ways,  Thy  holy  commandments,  and 
by  Thy  just  judgment  deserving  of  condemna- 
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tion  and  death.  But,  0  Lord,  we  are  deeply 
grieved  for  having  offended  Thee.  We  con- 
demn both  ourselves  and  our  sins  with  un- 
feigned penitence.  We  seek  refuge  in  Thy 
mercy,  and  humbly  entreat  Thee  to  help  us  in 
our  misery. 

Be  pleased  then,  0  most  gracious  God,  Father 
of  mercies,  to  have  compassion  on  us,  and  for 
the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  Thy  Son,  to  pardon 
all  our  sins.  Grant  unto  us  also,  and  in- 
crease in  us  from  day  to  day,  the  grace  of  Thy 
Holy  Spirit,  that  acknowledging  and  bewailing 
more  and  more  our  iniquities,  we  may  renounce 
them  with  all  our  hearts,  and  may  bring  forth 
the  fruits  of  holiness  and  righteousness,  which 
are  well-pleasing  in  Thy  sight ;  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 

For  Pardon  and  Peace. 

Blessed  be  Thy  name,  0  Lord,  that  according 
to  the  comforting  assurance  of  Thy  grace  pro- 
mised in  the  Gospel,  Thou  dost  forgive  in 
heaven,  the  sins  of  all  who  truly  repent,  be- 
lieve in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  are  re- 
solved to  walk  in  newness  of  life.  Grant,  we 
beseech  Thee,  to  all  such  here  present  the  full 
assurance  of  pardon  and  reconciliation,  and  the 
peace  which  passeth  all  understanding ;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
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Supplications. 

Give  ear,  0  Lord,  unto  our  prayer,  and  at- 
tend to  the  voice  of  our  supplication. 

Save  us  from  any  dangers  that  may  beset 
us.  Deliver  us  from  our  sins ;  preserve  us 
from  every  wicked  thought,  from  pride,  impiety, 
hypocrisy,  and  everything  that  is  contrary  to 
Thy  will.  Direct  us  always  by  Thy  grace,  0 
merciful  God,  and  lead  us  continually  by  Thy 
Spirit.  Give  us  at  all  times  good  and  holy 
thoughts,  pure,  gentle,  and  peaceable  disposi- 
tions, an  entire  resignation  to  Thy  providence, 
an  ardent  love  to  Thee,  and  a  sincere  charity 
towards  all  mankind. 

Wean  our  hearts  from  this  vain  world,  and 
give  us  grace  to  have  them  always  lifted  up  to 
heaven  where  our  treasure  is ;  so  that  watching 
and  praying  without  ceasing,  and  living  in  tem- 
perance, righteousness,  and  piety,  we  may  pass 
our  days  in  peace,  waiting  for  the  glorious  re- 
turn of  our  Saviour ;  and  that  when  He  shall 
come  to  judge  the  world,  we  may  appear  before 
Thee  without  confusion,  and  without  fear. 

Almighty  God,  our  Father  and  Preserver, 
who  of  Thy  goodness  hast  watched  over  us 
during  the  past  night,  and  brought  us  to  this 
day,  strengthen  and  guard  us  by  Thy  Spirit,  we 
beseech  Thee,  that  we  may  spend  it  wholly  in 
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Thy  service,  seeking  Thy  glory,  and  the  salva- 
tion of  our  fellow-men.  And  even  as  Thou 
sheddest  now  the  beams  of  the  sun  upon  the 
earth  to  give  light  unto  our  bodies,  so  do  Thou 
illuminate  our  souls  with  the  brightness  of  Thy 
Spirit,  to  guide  us  in  the  paths  of  holy  obedience. 

Here  may  be  introduced  any  other  subject  for 
Supplication. 

0  God  hear  us ;  reject  not  the  supplications 
of  Thy  servants,  but  grant  us  the  good  things 
we  have  asked  of  Thee,  and  all  others  which 
are  necessary  for  us ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord :  to  whom  with  Thee  the  Father  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  be  the  glory,  as  it  was  in  the 
beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be,  world 
without  end. 

Here,  a?id  at  the  end  of  all  the  other  Prayers,  the 
Congregation  say  Amen. 

Then  are  read  the  Lessons  from  the  Old  and  New  Tes- 
taments ;  and  a  portion  of  the  Psalter  ?nay  be  read  or 
sung.  Before  reading  the  Lessons  may  be  said: 
"Hear,  with  reverence,  the  word  of  God,  as  it  is 
written  i?i  the  chapter  of  the  Book  of  , 

at  the  verse;"  and  at  the  end  of  the  Lessons,  "  The 
Lord  bless  to  us  the  reading  of  His  Word,  and  to  His 
name  be  the  glory  and  praise.  Amen?  Then  may  be 
sung  a  Psalm  or  Hymn;  after  which  the  Minister 
says —

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II. 

The  Thanksgiving. 

OLOED,  open  Thou  our  lips,  and  our  mouth 
shall  show  forth  Thy  praise. 
0  God,  Thy  glory  is  great  in  all  the  Churches, 
and  the  praises  of  Thy  name  resound  in  the 
assemblies  of  Thy  saints.  We,  Thy  servants, 
would  humble  ourselves  before  Thee :  we  wor- 
ship Thine  infinite  majesty ;  we  celebrate  Thy 
wisdom,  power,  and  goodness,  that  shine  forth 
in  the  works  of  creation  and  redemption,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  We  bless  Thee  for  all 
temporal  and  spiritual  good  that  we  continually 
receive  at  Thy  bountiful  hands ;  but  more  espe- 
cially, with  all  Thy  people  assembled  this  day, 
we  praise  Thee  that  thou  didst  send  into  the 
world  Thy  Son  to  save  us ;  and  having  de- 
livered Him  for  our  offences,  didst  raise  Him  up 
again  for  our  justification,  and  through  His 
glorious  resurrection  hast  given  us  the  blessed 
hope  of  everlasting  life. 

Here  may  be  introduced  any  other  subject  for 
Thanksgiving. 

0  Lord,  may  these  our  thanksgivings  come 
up  with  acceptance  before  Thy  throne.  Make 
us  worthy  at  the  last  day  to  have  part  in  the 
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resurrection  of  the  just,  and  the  glory  of  the 
kingdom  of  heaven,  whither  Jesus  the  Fore- 
runner is  for  us  entered ;  where  now  He  lives 
and  reigns,  and  is  worshipped  and  glorified  with 
Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  God  blessed  for  ever. 

For  Illumination. 

0  God,  who  dost  instruct  us  by  Thy  Holy 
Scriptures,  we  beseech  Thee,  enlighten  our  minds 
and  purify  our  hearts,  that  we  may  be  able  to 
comprehend,  and  receive  as  we  ought,  the  things 
which  are  therein  revealed  to  us.  Assist  Thy 
ministers  that  they  may  proclaim  Thy  word 
with  purity,  clearness,  and  simplicity.  Make 
their  preaching  effectual  by  the  virtue  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  that  the  good  seed  may  be  received 
into  our  hearts,  as  into  a  soil  well  prepared, 
and  may  bring  forth  fruits  with  abundance ; 
that  we  may  not  only  hear  Thy  word  but  keep 
it,  so  living  in  accordance  with  its  divine  in- 
structions all  the  time  of  our  sojourn  in  this 
world,  that  we  may  come  finally  to  eternal 
salvation,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

The  Lord's  Prayer. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed 
be  Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will 
be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.      Give  us

ALMIGHTY  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  grant, 
we  beseech  Thee,  that  the  truths  which 
we  have  now  heard  may  be  so  rooted  in  our 
hearts  that  they  may  never  be  removed,  but 
may  produce  the  fruits  of  a  good  and  holy  life, 
to  the  glory  of  Thy  great  name,  and  the  ad- 
vancement of  our  own  salvation. 

Here  may  be  ifitroduced  any  special  Prayers, 
as  occasion  may  require. 
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Intercessions. 


0  God,  who  hast  taught  us  to  make  supplica- 
tions, prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks 
for  all  men,  we  humbly  beseech  Thee  to  receive 
these  our  prayers,  which  we  offer  to  Thy  divine 
majesty. 

We  entreat  Thee  to  bless  all  princes  and 
governors  to  whom  Thou  hast  committed  the 
administration  of  justice,  and  to  grant  them 
the  daily  increase  of  Thy  good  Spirit,  that,  with 
true  faith  acknowledging  Thy  Son,  our  Saviour, 
to  be  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords,  they  may 
serve  Thee,  exalt  Thy  rule  in  their  dominions, 
and  so  govern  their  subjects  that  Thy  people 
everywhere,  being  kept  in  peace  and  quietness, 
may  serve  Thee  in  all  godliness  and  honesty. 

Especially  we  beseech  Thee  to  bless  her 
most  sacred  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  and  to 
give  her  grace  so  to  execute  her  office  that 
religion  may  be  maintained,  manners  reformed, 
and  sin  punished,  according  to  Thy  Word. 

Make  Thy  blessing  also  to  rest  upon  Albert 
Edward  Prince  of  Wales,  the  Princess  of  Wales, 
and  all  the  members  of  the  Pioyal  Family. 

Grant  a  spirit  of  wisdom  and  of  the  fear  of 
the  Lord  to  the  Queen's  counsellors,  to  the 
nobles,  rulers,  and  judges  of  the  realm  [and 
to   the   members    of    Parliament   at    this    time 
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assembled]  [and  to  the  magistrates  of  this 
town]  ;  preside  in  their  councils,  and  so  direct 
all  their  deliberations  that  they  may  promote 
Thy  glory  and  the  public  good. 

We  pray  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Empire  and 
all  its  dependencies ;  for  favourable  weather, 
plenteous  harvests,  and  peaceful  times ;  for  a 
blessing  on  our  fleets  and  armies,  our  trade  and 
commerce,  and  upon  every  useful  and  honest 
occupation. 

Almighty  God,  King  of  saints,  who  hast 
chosen  Zion  for  Thy  habitation  and  Thy  rest 
for  ever,  we  pray  Thee  for  all  whom  Thou  hast 
appointed  pastors  and  ministers  in  Thy  Church, 
[and  particularly  for  liim  [those]  to  whom  Thou 
hast  given  the  charge  of  this  flock].  Animate 
them  with  Thy  Spirit,  that  they  may  fulfil  their 
ministry  with  fidelity  and  zeal,  and  labour  effec- 
tually for  the  conversion  and  salvation  of  souls. 

Send  forth  faithful  labourers  into  Thy  harvest ; 
and  give  Thy  grace  to  those  who  are  preparing 
to  serve  Thee  in  the  holy  ministry ;  pour  down 
the  healthful  influences  of  Thy  Spirit  upon  all 
[universities,  and]  schools  of  learning,  and  cause 
to  reign  in  them  that  fear  of  Thee  which  is  the 
beginning  of  wisdom. 

We  beseech  Thee  on  behalf  of  the  Catholic 
Church,  that  it  may  please  Thee  to  protect  it 
everywhere,  and  to  increase  and  sanctify  it  more 
and  more ;  to  remove  the  errors,  scandals,  and 
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divisions  which  desolate  it,  and  to  reunite  all 
Christians  in  the  bonds  of  truth,  piety,  and  peace. 
Particularly  we  commend  to  Thee  this  parish, 
beseeching  Thee  to  bless  all  that  dwell  therein, 
and  to  cause  all  the  Christian  graces  to  flourish 
among  tliem.  And  forasmuch  as  Thou  wouldst 
be  known  as  the  Saviour  of  all  mankind  in  the 
redemption  procured  by  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ, 
grant  that  such  as  are  still  strangers  to  the 
knowledge  of  Thee,  and  plunged  in  the  darkness 
of  ignorance  and  error,  may  be  illuminated  by 
the  light  of  Thy  Gospel,  and  led  into  the  right 
way  of  salvation,  which  is  to  know  Thee  the 
only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  Thou 
hast  sent. 

God  of  all  comfort,  we  commend  to  Thy 
mercy  all  those  whom  Thou  art  pleased  to  visit 
with  any  cross  or  tribulation ;  the  nations  whom 
Thou  dost  afflict  with  famine,  pestilence,  or  war  ; 
those  of  our  brethren  who  suffer  persecution  for 
the  sake  of  the  Gospel ;  all  such  as  are  in  dan- 
ger by  sea  or  land,  and  all  persons  oppressed 
with  poverty,  sickness,  or  any  other  distress  of 
body  or  sorrow  of  mind.  *\Ve  pray  particularly 
for  the  sick  and  afflicted  members  of  this  church, 
and  for  those  who  desire  to  be  remembered  in 
our  prayers  [and  for  any  such  known  to  our- 
selves, whom  we  name  in  our  hearts  before 
Thee].  May  it  please  Thee  to  show  them  Thy 
fatherly  kindness,  and  to  deliver  them  out  of  all 
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their  troubles  ;  above  all,  grant  them  the  consola- 
tions of  which  they  have  need,  dispose  them  to 
patience  and  resignation,  and  make  their  afflic- 
tions promote  the  salvation  of  their  souls. 

Finally,  0  our  God  and  Father,  regard  with 
Thy  favour  this  worshipping  assembly.  Accept 
our  worship,  notwithstanding  its  imperfections  ; 
and  grant  that  henceforth,  putting  all  our  trust 
in  Thy  well-beloved  Son,  enlightened  by  His 
teaching,  guided  by  His  example,  and  sanctified 
by  His  Spirit,  we  may  walk  in  newness  of  life, 
and  so  prepare  for  that  blessed  life  which  Thou 
hast  promised  to  Thy  children  in  heaven. 

Hear  us,  0  merciful  Father,  in  these  our  sup- 
plications, for  the  sake  of  Thy  dear  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Lord ;  to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  be  all  honour  and  glory,  world 
without  end.

Prayer  of  Invocation. 

OLOED  our  God,  we  lift  up  our  eyes  unto 
the  hills  from  whence  cometh  our  help. 
Thou  only  art  the  Fountain  of  life  and  peace, 
and  in  Thy  presence  is  fulness  of  joy.  Father 
in  heaven,  from  whom  cometh  down  every  good 
and  perfect  gift,  grant  us  Thy  blessing,  and 
incline  Thine  ear  unto  us,  as  we  come  before 
Thee  in  the  solemn  service  of  Thy  house.  Mer- 
ciful Saviour,  who  sittest  at  the  right  hand  of 
the  Father,  and  makest  intercession  for  us,  fulfil 
now  Thy  promise :  "Where  two  or  three  are 
gathered  together  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in 
the  midst  of  them.  0  Holy  Ghost,  the  Com- 
forter, help  our  infirmities,  and  enable  us  to 
worship  in  the  beauty  of  holiness ;  through 
Christ  our  Lord. 
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The  Confession. 

0  God,  who  hast  taught  us  in  Thy  holy 
Word  that  if  we  say  we  have  no  sin  we  deceive 
ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us ;  but  that 
if  we  confess  our  sins,  Thou  art  faithful  and  just 
to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from 
all  unrighteousness ;  receive,  we  beseech  Thee, 
our  humble  confessions,  through  Jesus  Christ. 

Almighty  and  most  merciful  God,  our  heav- 
enly Father,  we  cast  ourselves  down  before 
Thee,  under  a  deep  sense  of  our  unworthiness 
and  guilt.  We  have  grievously  sinned  against 
Thee  in  thought,  in  word,  and  in  deed;  we  have 
come  short  of  Thy  glory ;  we  have  broken  Thy 
commandments,  and  turned  aside  every  one  of 
us  from  the  way  of  life,  and  in  us  there  is  no 
soundness  nor  health. 

Yet  now,  0  most  merciful  Father,  hear  us 
when  we  call  upon  Thee  with  penitent  hearts, 
and  for  the  sake  of  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  have 
mercy  upon  us.  Pardon  our  sins,  and  grant  us 
Thy  peace.  Take  away  our  guilt.  Purify  us 
by  the  inspiration  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit  from  all 
inward  uncleanness,  and  make  us  able  and 
willing  to  serve  Thee  in  newness  of  life,  to  the 
glory  of  Thy  holy  name ;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord. 
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For  Pardon  and  Peace. 


We  bless  Thee,  O  God,  for  the  comforting 
assurance  of  Thy  grace,  promised  in  the  Gospel, 
to  all  who  repent  and  believe :  As  I  live,  saith 
the  Lord  God,  I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  deatli 
of  the  wicked,  but  that  he  turn  from  his  way 
and  live.  God  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave 
His  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth 
on  Him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting 
life. 

Grant,  therefore,  that  as  many  here  present 
as  truly  repent  of  their  sins,  and  believe  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  full  purpose  of  new  obe- 
dience, may  receive  now  with  perfect  faith  the 
declaration  made  by  the  authority  and  in  the 
name  of  Christ,  that  their  sins  are  forgiven  in 
heaven,  according  to  His  promise  in  the  Gospel, 
through  the  perfect  merit  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Saviour.

0  God,  who  hast  taught  us  in  Thy  holy 
Word  to  be  careful  for  nothing,  but  in  every- 
thing, by  prayer  and  supplication  with  thanks- 
giving, to  make  known  our  requests  unto  Thee, 
give  ear  unto  our  prayer,  and  attend  to  the 
voice  of  our  supplication.

Dearly  beloved,  attend  to  the  words  of  the 
institution  of  this  Holy  Sacrament,  as  delivered 
by  our  Lord  and  Saviour  to  His  disciples,  after 
His  resurrection,  and  before  His  ascension  to 
the  right  hand  of  God  : — 

"  All'  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and 
in  earth.    Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
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baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you :  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway, 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

The  Sacrament  thus  instituted  is  a  sign  and 
seal  of  our  ingrafting  into  Christ,  of  remission  of 
sin  by  His  blood,  and  regeneration  by  His  Spirit, 
of  adoption,  and  resurrection  unto  everlasting 
life ;  and  by  it  we  are  solemnly  admitted,  by 
Christ's  appointment,  into  His  Church,  and  enter 
into  an  engagement  to  be  the  Lord's. 

And  although  our  young  children  do  not 
understand  these  things,  they  are  not  to  be  ex- 
cluded from  this  holy  ordinance  ;  for  consider 
what  is  written  in  the  Gospels  : — 

"  And  they  brought  young  children  unto  Him 
that  He  should  put  His  hands  on  them  and 
pray.  And  His  disciples  rebuked  those  that 
brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  He  was 
much  displeased,  and  said,  Suffer  the  little  chil- 
dren to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not ; 
for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  "Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the 
kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not 
enter  therein.  And  He  took  them  up  in  His 
arms,  put  His  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed 
them." 

We  read  also  that  on  the  day  of  Pentecost, 
when  St  Peter  called  upon  the  people,  saying, 
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"  Bepent  and  be  baptized,  every  one  of  you,  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  remission  of 
sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,"  he  assured  them  that  the  promise  per- 
tained not  only  to  them,  but  also  to  their  chil- 
dren. And  as  the  Lord  thus  promiseth  to  be 
their  God,  they  are  in  their  Baptism  solemnly 
engaged  to  be  His  people. 

It  is  plainly  the  duty,  therefore,  of  those  who 
dedicate  children  to  God  in  this  Holy  Sacra- 
ment, to  make  profession  of  the  faith  wherein 
they  are  to  be  baptized ;  and  to  promise  that 
they  shall  be  trained  up  in  that  faith,  and  in 
the  fear  of  the  Lord.

ALMIGHTY  and  ever  -  living  God,  whose 
dearly  -  beloved  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  gave  commandment  to  His  apostles  that 
they  should  go  teach  all  nations,  and  baptize 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  we  humbly  call  upon 
Thee  to  bless  Thine  own  ordinance  now  to  be 
administered,  and  to  ratify  in  heaven  what  by 
Thine  appointment  we  do  upon  earth. 

Look  mercifully  upon  this  person,  we  beseech 
Thee,  that  he,  coming  to  Thy  Holy  Baptism, 
may  receive  remission  of  sin,  and  be  born  again 
of  water  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  May  his 
name  be  enrolled  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life, 
never  to  be  blotted  out ;  and  he,  being  planted 
into  the  likeness  of  the  death  and  resurrection 
of  Christ,  may  the  body  of  sin  be  so  destroyed  in 
him  that  he  may  serve  Thee  in  newness  of  life. 
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Sanctify  this  water  to  the  spiritual  use  for 
which  Thou  hast  ordained  it ;  and  grant,  we 
beseech  Thee,  that  this  person  now  to  be  bap- 
tized therein  may  receive  the  fulness  of  Thy 
grace,  and  ever  remain  in  the  number  of  Thy 
faithful  people ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Then  the  Minister  asks  the  name  of  the  Catechumen, 
and  having-  caused  him  to  kneel  doivn,  baptizes  him, 
saying — 

M.  [or  X\  I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

He  then  blesses  the  person  baptized,  thus — 

The  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly  : 
and  I  pray  God  your  whole  spirit,  and  soul, 
and  body,  be  preserved  blameless  unto  the  com- 
ing of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

%xazxt. 

He  then  says — 

This  person  is  now  received  by  Christ's  ap- 
pointment into  His  Church,  to  be  a  partaker 
of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  of  all  the  privileges 
of  the  new  covenant,  and  is  engaged  to  confess 
the  faith  of  Christ  crucified,  and  to  continue 
Christ's  faithful  soldier  and  servant  unto  his 
life's  end. 
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3Let  us  ^rag. 


WE  yield  Thee  hearty  thanks,  most  merci- 
ful Father,  that  it  hath  pleased  Thee 
to  deliver  this  Thy  servant  from  the  power  of 
darkness,  and  to  incorporate  him  into  Thy  holy 
Church,  to  be  a  partaker  of  the  inestimable 
benefits  purchased  by  the  blood  of  Thy  dear 
Son ;  and  we  beseech  Thee  to  grant  that  being 
now  ingrafted  into  Christ,  the  true  vine,  he  may 
evermore  abide  in  Him,  and  receive  out  of  His 
fulness  and  grace  for  grace.  Suffer  him  never 
to  lose  the  force  of  his  baptism,  or  to  fall  away 
from  Thee,  but  may  he  fight  the  good  fight  of 
the  faith,  and  constantly  persevere  in  his  holy 
profession. 

Strengthen  him,  we  beseech  Thee,  through 
the  Holy  Spirit  the  Comforter,  and  daily  in- 
crease in  him  the  manifold  gifts  of  Thy  grace, 
the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding,  the 
spirit  of  counsel  and  might,  the  spirit  of  know- 
ledge and  of  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  As  he  has 
vowed  to  be  Thy  servant,  help  him,  Lord,  to 
fulfil  his  vow,  and  to  remain  faithful  to  Thee. 
May  he  bring  forth  abundantly  the  fruits  of  the 
Spirit,  so  that  Thy  Church  and  people  may  be 
comforted  and  strengthened  through  him.  De- 
fend    him  from   all    heresy   and    schism,   from 
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apostasy  and  unbelief.  When  he  approaches 
Thy  holy  table,  to  partake  of  the  most  precious 
body  and  blood  of  Christ,  may  he  receive  a  rich 
measure  of  Thy  grace.  And  grant,  0  most 
merciful  Father,  that  he  may  continue  steadfast 
unto  the  end,  and  that  his  portion  may  be  with 
Thy  saints  at  the  second  and  glorious  appearing 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

Sanctify  to  all  of  us  the  administration  of  this 
Holy  Sacrament,  We  look  back  with  gratitude 
to  our  own  Baptism,  and  bless  Thee  for  the 
privileges  and  benefits  conferred  therein.  We 
have  to  humble  ourselves  before  Thee  for  our 
sinful  defilement,  our  falling  short  of,  and  walk- 
ing contrary  to,  the  grace  of  Baptism  and  cur 
solemn  vows.  But  we  beseech  Thee  to  cleanse 
us  from  all  our  guilt  by  the  blood  of  Christ, 
and  to  errant  that  henceforth,  drawing  strength 
from  His  death  and  resurrection  for  the  mor- 
tifying of  sin,  and  the  quickening  of  grace,  we 
may  have  our  conversation  in  righteousness, 
and  may  walk  in  brotherly  love,  as  being 
baptized  by  the  same  spirit  into  one  body. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed 
be  Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will 
be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us 
this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our 
trespasses,   as   we   forgive    them    that    trespass 
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against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation ; 
but  deliver  us  from  evil :  For  Thine  is  the 
kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for 
ever  and  ever.

7Vjt  Prayer  after  Sermon  bei?ig  e?ided,  the  Minister  may 
give  this  Exhortation — 

Dearly  beloved, — As  we  are  now  about  to 
celebrate  the  Holy  Communion  of  the  body  and 
blood  of  Christ,  let  us  consider  how  St  Paul  ex- 
horteth  all  persons  to  examine  themselves  before 
they  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup. 
For  as  the  benefit  is  great,  if  with  a  truly  peni- 
tent heart  and  lively  faith  we  receive  that  holy 
sacrament  (for  then  we  spiritually  eat  the  flesh 
of  Christ,  and  drink  His  blood ;  then  we  dwell 
in  Christ  and  Christ  in  us  :  we   are  one  with 
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Christ  and  Christ  with  us),  so  is  the  danger 
great  if  we  receive  the  same  unworthily.  For 
then  we  are  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of 
Christ  our  Saviour ;  we  eat  and  drink  our  own 
condemnation,  not  discerning  the  Lord's  body. 

Therefore,  in  the  name  of  the  eternal  God, 
and  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ,  whose  minister  I 
am,  I  warn  all  who  are  not  of  the  number  of 
the  faithful,  all  who  live  in  any  sin  against 
their  knowledge  or  their  conscience,  charging 
them  that  they  profane  not  this  holy  Table. 

And  yet  this  I  pronounce,  not  to  exclude 
any  penitent  person,  how  grievous  soever  his 
sins  have  been,  but  only  such  as  continue  in 
sin  without  repentance. 

Examine  your  own  consciences,  therefore,  to 
know  whether  you  truly  repent  of  your  sins, 
and  whether,  trusting  in  God's  mercy,  and  seek- 
ing your  whole  salvation  in  Jesus  Christ,  you 
are  resolved  to  follow  holiness,  and  to  live  in 
peace  and  charity  with  all  men. 

If  you  have  this  testimony  in  your  hearts 
before  God,  I  announce  and  declare  that  your 
sins  are  forgiven  through  the  perfect  merit  of 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord ;  and  I  bid  you,  in  His 
name,  to  His  holy  Table. 

And  although  you  feel  that  you  have  not  per- 
fect faith,  and  do  not  serve  God  with  such  zeal 
as  you  ought,  but  have  daily  to  fight  against 
the  lusts  of  your  flesh ;  yet  if,  by  God's  grace, 
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you  are  heartily  sorry  for  these  weaknesses,  and 
earnestly  desire  to  withstand  all  unbelief,  and 
to  keep  all  His  commandments,  be  assured  that 
your  remaining  sins  and  infirmities  do  not  prevent 
you  from  being  received  of  God  in  mercy,  and 
so  made  worthy  partakers  of  this  heavenly  food. 
For  we  come  not  to  this  Supper  as  righteous 
in  ourselves,  but  we  come  to  seek  our  life  in 
Christ,  acknowledging  that  we  lie  in  the  midst 
of  death.  Let  us,  then,  look  upon  this  Sacra- 
ment as  a  remedy  for  those  who  are  sick,  and 
consider  that  the  worthiness  our  Lord  requireth 
of  us  is,  that  we  be  truly  sorry  for  our  sins,  and 
find  our  joy  and  salvation  in  Him.  United  with 
Him  who  is  holy,  even  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
we  are  accepted  of  the  Father,  and  invited  to 
partake  of  these  holy  things  which  are  for

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Minister. — Beloved  in  the  Lord,  attend 
TutionSti'    t°  the  words  of  the  institution  of  the 

Holy  Supper  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
as  they  are  delivered  by  the  holy  apostle  Paul 
(1  Cor.  xL  23-26):  "I  have  received  of  the 
Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you,  That 
the  Lord  Jesus  the  same  night  in  which  He  was 
betrayed  took  bread :  and  when  He  had  given 
thanks,  He  brake  it,  and  said,  Take,  eat :  this 
is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you :  this  do  in 
remembrance  of  me.  After  the  same  manner 
also  He  took  the  cup,  when  He  had  supped, 
saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my 
blood :  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  re- 
membrance of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this 
bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's 
death  till  He  come." 


Dearly   beloved, — You   have   heard    in 
dress!*'      "^hat  manner  the  Lord  hath  instituted 

His   Holy  Supper,  and  how  we   are  to 
remember  Him  by  it. 

Taking  and  setting  apart  these  elements,  by 
the  Word  and  prayer,  to  be  sacramentally  the 
body  and  blood  of  Christ,  we  must  be  fully  per- 
suaded in  our  hearts  of  the  mystery  of  His  holy 
incarnation — God  manifest  in  the  flesh ;  that 
He  was  chosen  by  the  Father  to  be  Mediator, 
sent  by  Him  into  the  world,  and  assumed  our 
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liesh  and  blood,  as  the  second  Adam,  the  Lord 
from  heaven. 

That  having  taken  our  nature,  He  endured 
for  us  the  curse  and  punishment  of  sin,  and 
thereby  satisfied  divine  justice ;  that  He  was 
bound  that  we  might  be  set  free ;  was  reviled 
that  we  might  come  to  honour  ;  was  condemned 
that  we  might  be  acquitted  at  the  judgment- 
seat  of  God ;  yea,  that  He  suffered  His  blessed 
body  to  be  nailed  to  the  cross,  and  bowed  His 
head  in  death,  that  we  might  be  accepted  of 
God  and  raised  to  life  in  Him  ; — and  this  one 
offering  up  of  Himself  once  for  all  we  are  to 
commemorate  and  show  forth  in  the  breaking  of 
bread,  with  a  spiritual  oblation  of  all  possible 
praise  unto  God  for  the  same. 

And  as  the  Lord  hath  ordained  that  we  are 
to  eat  of  this  bread  and  drink  of  this  cup,  to 
assure  us  of  our  union  with  Him,  and  that  He 
giveth  us  His  body  and  His  blood  to  be  our 
meat  and  our  drink  unto  life  eternal,  we  are 
not  to  doubt  His  goodness,  but  to  be  firmly 
persuaded  that  He  accomplished  spiritually  in 
us  all  that  He  outwardly  exhibits.  For  "  the 
cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the 
communion  of  the  blood  of  Christ  ?  the  bread 
which  we  break,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  the 
body  of  Christ  ?  " 

And  as  by  His  death,  resurrection,  and 
ascension,  He  hath  obtained  for  us  the  life- 
if 
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giving  Spirit,  which,  dwelling  in  Him  as  the 
Head,  and  in  us  as  His  members,  unites  us  all 
in  one  body,  we  are  to  receive  this  Supper  in 
brotherly  love,  and  mindful  of  the  communion 
of  saints.  "  For  we,  being  many,  are  one  body  ; 
for  we  are  all  partakers  of  that  one  bread."  We 
are  to  rejoice  in  the  holy  fellowship  wherein  we 
have  part  in  the  body  of  Christ,  with  the  faithful 
patriarchs  and  prophets  of  old  ;  the  holy  apostles 
and  evangelists ;  the  blessed  martyrs  and  con- 
fessors ;  the  redeemed  of  all  ages  who  have  died 
in  the  Lord,  and  now  live  with  Him  for  ever- 
more ;  our  fathers,  our  brethren,  our  children, 
and  the  friends  who  were  as  our  own  souls : 
believing  that  though  our  eyes  behold  them 
no  more,  they  have  not  perished,  but  that  as 
"  Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  even  so  them  also 
which  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God  bring  with  Him  ;" 
and  that  when  the  day  breaks,  and  the  shadows 
flee  away,  we  shall  meet  them  again  in  glory 
and  in  joy. 

And  now,  that  we  may  fulfil  the  Saviour's 
institution  with  righteousness  and  joy,  let  us,  in 
celebrating  this  sacred  service,  follow  His  holy 
example  in  word  and  action. 

As  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  night  in  which  He 
was  betrayed,  took  bread,  I  take  these  elements 
to  be  set  apart  to  the  holy  use  and  mystery  for 
which  He  has  appointed  them, 
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[Here  the  Mi? lister  may  take  the  paten  and  the  cup  into 
his  hand] 

and  as  He  gave  thanks  and  blessed,  let  us  now 
draw  near  to  the  throne  of  grace,  and  present  to 
God  our

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Beloved  in  the  Lord,  since  the  Lord 
"  hath  now  fed  our  souls  at  His  Table,  let 
us  praise  His  holy  name  with  thanks- 
giving, who  hath  not  spared  His  own 
Son,  but  delivered  Him  for  us  all,  and  given 
us  all  things  with  Him :  who  commendeth  His 
love  toward  us,  in  that,  while  we  were  yet 
sinners,  Christ  died  for  us ;  much  more  then, 
being  now  justified  by  His  blood,  we  shall  be 
saved  from  wrath  through  Him.

The  Minister  shall  say —

UE  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth. 


Dearly  beloved, — We  are  here  gathered  to- 
gether in  the  sight  of  God,  and  in  the  face  of 
this  congregation,  to  join  together  this  man  and 
this  woman  in  the  bonds  of  matrimony,  which 
is  a  holy  estate  instituted  by  God  in  the  time 
of  man's  innocency ;  which  was  beautified  and 
adorned   by  our   Lord's   gracious  presence   and 
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first  miracle  at  the  wedding  in  Carta  of  Galilee ; 
which  is  commended  by  St  Paul  as  honourable 
in  all,  and  consecrated  as  signifying  unto  us  the 
mystical  union  that  subsists  between  Christ  and 
His  Church. 

It  is  therefore  not  to  be  entered  on  lightly, 
nor  unadvisedly,  but  thoughtfully,  reverently, 
and  in  the  fear  of  God,  with  due  consideration 
of  the  reasons  for  which  it  was  ordained,  and 
the  duties  which  it  imposes. 

These  you  find  plainly  set  forth  in  God's  holy 
Word,  wherein  it  is  said : — 

"Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own 
husbands,  as  unto  the  Lord.  For  the  husband 
is  the  head  of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the 
Head  of  the  Church :  and  He  is  the  saviour  of 
the  body.  Therefore  as  the  Church  is  subject 
unto  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  be  to  their  own 
husbands  in  everything.  Husbands,  love  your 
wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved  the  Church, 
and  gave  Himself  for  it ;  that  He  might  sanc- 
tify and  cleanse  it  with  the  washing  of  water 
by  the  Word,  that  He  might  present  it  to  Him- 
self a  glorious  Church,  not  having  spot,  or 
wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing ;  but  that  it  should 
be  holy  and  without  blemish.  So  ought  men  to 
love  their  wives  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that 
loveth  his  wife  loveth  himself.  For  no  man 
ever  yet  hated  his  own  flesh  ;  but  nourisheth 
and  cherisheth  it,  even  as  the  Lord  the  Church  :

for  we  are  members  of  His  body,  of  His  flesh, 
and  of  His  bones.  For  this  cause  shall  a  man 
leave  his  father  and  mother,  and  shall  be  joined 
unto  his  wife,  and  they  two  shall  be  one  flesh. 
This  is  a  great  mystery :  but  I  speak  concerning 
Christ  and  the  Church.  Nevertheless  let  every 
one  of  you  in  particular  so  love  his  wife  even  as 
himself;  and  the  wife  see  that  she  reverence  her 
husband." 

Into  this  holy  estate  these  two  persons  are 
now  come  to  be  joined. 

Therefore  if  any  man  can  show  any  just  cause 
why  they  may  not  lawfully  be  joined  together, 
let  him  now  declare  the  same. 

Then  speaking  to  the  persons  that  are  to  be  married,  he 
shall  say — 

Also  I  require  and  charge  you  both,  as  ye 
will  answer  at  the  day  of  judgment,  when  the 
secrets  of  all  hearts  shall  be  disclosed,  that  if 
either  of  you  know  any  impediment  why  ye 
may  not  be  lawfully  joined  together  in  matri- 
mony, ye  do  now  confess  it.  For  be  ye  well 
assured  that  so  many  as  are  coupled  together 
otherwise  than  God's  Word  doth  allow,  are  not 
joined  together  by  God ;  neither  is  their  mar- 
riage lawful. 

If  no  impediment  be  alleged  or  confessed,  the  Minister 
shall  say — 
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3Let  us  $rag. 

ALMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  Father,  we 
Thy  sinful  and  unworthy  children  praise 
Thee  for  all  the  gifts  of  Thy  providence,  and  for 
all  the  bounties  of  Thy  grace.  Especially  do 
we  at  this  time  thank  Thee  for  the  institution 
of  marriage,  and  that  Thou  hast  made  it  to  be 
honourable  in  all.  And  we  humbly  beseech 
Thee  graciously  to  send  down  Thy  blessing 
upon  these  Thy  servants  who  are  about  to  be 
joined  together  according  to  Thy  holy  institu- 
tion and  ordinance.  As  Thou  hast  brought 
them  together  by  Thy  providence,  sanctify  them 
by  Thy  Spirit,  giving  them  a  new  frame  of 
heart,  fit  for  their  new  estate,  and  enriching 
them  with  all  grace,  whereby  they  may  perform 
the  duties,  enjoy  the  comforts,  undergo  the  cares, 
and  resist  the  temptations,  which  accompany 
that  condition,  as  becometh  Christians.

Then  the  man  shall  place  the  ring  on  the  fourth  finger 
of  the  woman  s  left  hand.] 
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Then  the  Minister  shall  say — 

Forasmuch  as  you  have  covenanted  together 
in  holy  wedlock,  and  have  declared  the  same 
before  God  and  these  witnesses,  I  pronounce 
you  to  be  husband  and  wife :  In  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.

OUE  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth. 

It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourning 
than  to  go  to  the  house  of  feasting ;  for  that  is 
the  end  of  all  men,  and  the  living  will  lay  it  to 
his  heart. 

Xaked  came  I  out  of  my  mother's  womb, 
and  naked  shall  I  return  thither :  the  Lord 
gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away  ;  blessed 
be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
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All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  glory  of  man  as 
the  flower  of  grass.  The  grass  withereth,  and 
the  flower  thereof  falleth  away ;  but  the  word 
of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever. 

I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life  :  saith  the 
Lord.  He  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were 
dead,  yet  shall  he  live ;  and  whosoever  liveth 
and  believeth  in  me  shall  never  die. 

He   may  then   read  one  or  more  of  the  collections  of 
Scripture  which  follow,  saying — 

Let  us  hear  the  Word  of  God,  written  for 
our  admonition  and  comfort. 


I. 

What  man  is  he  that  liveth,  and  shall  not  see 
death  ?  Shall  he  deliver  his  soul  from  the  hand 
of  the  grave  ?  One  dieth  in  his  full  strength, 
being  wholly  at  ease  and  quiet ;  another  dieth 
in  the  bitterness  of  his  soul,  and  never  eateth 
with  pleasure  :  they  shall  lie  down  alike  in  the 
dust,  and  the  worms  shall  cover  them.  All 
flesh  shall  perish  together,  and  man  shall  turn 
again  into  dust. — Ps.  lxxxix.  48  ;  Job,  xxi.  23, 
25,  26,  xxxii.  15. 

There  is  hope  of  a  tree,  if  it  be  cut  down,  that 
it  wall  sprout  again,  and  that  the  tender  branch 
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thereof  will  not  cease.  Though  the  root  thereof 
wax  old  in  the  earth,  and  the  stock  thereof  die 
in  the  ground  ;  yet  through  the  scent  of  water  it 
will  bring  forth  boughs  like  a  plant.  But  man 
dieth,  and  wasteth  away ;  yea,  man  giveth  up 
the  ghost,  and  where  is  he  ?  As  the  waters  fail 
from  the  sea,  and  the  flood  decayeth  and  drieth 
up  :  so  man  lieth  down,  and  riseth  not :  till  the 
heavens  be  no  more  they  shall  not  awake,  nor 
be  raised  out  of  their  sleep. — Job,  xiv.  7-12. 

The  righteous  hath  hope  in  his  death.  Let 
me  die  the  death  of  the  righteous,  and  let  my 
last  end  be  like  his.  Precious  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord  is  the  death  of  His  saints.  They  shall 
hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any  more ;  neither 
shall  the  sun  light  on  them,  nor  any  heat.  And 
there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow  nor 
crying,  neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain  : 
for  the  former  things  are  passed  away.  And 
God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. 
— Prov.  xiv.  3  2  ;  Num.  xxiii.  10;  Ps.  cxvi.  1 5  ; 
Rev.  vii.  16,  xxi.  4,  vii.  17.

Man  is  like  to  vanity :  his  days  are  as  a 
shadow  that  passeth  away.  His  breath  goeth 
forth,  he  returneth  to  his  earth ;  in  that  very 
day  his  thoughts  perish.

What  is  your  life  ?  It  is  even  a  vapour  which 
appeareth  for  a  little  time,  and  then  vanisheth 
away.  Our  days  on  earth  are  as  a  shadow,  and 
there  is  none  abiding.  We  all  do  fade  as  a  leaf, 
and  our  iniquities  like  the  wind  have  taken  us 
away. — James,  iv.  14;  1  Chron.  xxix.  15  ;  Isa. 
lxiv.  6. 

Brethren,  the  time  is  short ;  it  remaineth  that 
they  that  weep  be  as  though  they  wept  not ; 
and  they  that  rejoice,  as  though  they  rejoiced 
not ;  and  they  that  buy,  as  though  they  pos- 
sessed not ;  and  they  that  use  this  world  as  not 
abusing  it :  for  the  fashion  of  this  world  passeth 
away. — 1  Cor.  vii.  29-31. 

The  night  cometh  when  no  man  can  work. 
Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it  with 
thy  might ;  for  there  is  no  work,  nor  device,  nor 
wisdom,  nor  knowledge,  in  the  grave,  whither 
thou  goest.  Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  He  may 
be  found,  call  ye  upon  Him  while  He  is  near :

Behold, 
happy  is  the  man  whom  God  correcteth ;  there- 
fore despise  not  thou  the  chastening  of  the 
Almighty ;  for  He  maketh  sore,  and  bindeth  up  ; 
He  woundeth,  and  His  hands  make  whole. — 
Job,  ii.  10,  v.  17,  18. 

Will  the  Lord  cast  off  for  ever  ?  and  will  He 
be  favourable  no  more  ?  Is  His  mercy  clean 
gone  for  ever  ?  doth  His  promise  fail  for  ever- 
more ?  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be  gracious  ? 
hath  He  in  anger  shut  up  His  tender  mercies  ? 
—Pa  lxxvii.  7-9. 

The  Lord  will  not  cast  off  for  ever.  For  His 
merciful  kindness  is  great  toward  us,  and  the 
truth  of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever.  The  Lord 
is  merciful  and  gracious,  slow  to  anger,  and 
plenteous  in  mercy.  He  will  not  always  chide  ; 
neither  will  He  keep  His  anger  for  ever.  He 
hath  not  dealt  with  us  after  our  sins ;  nor  re- 
warded us  according  t<">  our  iniquities  :  for  as  the 
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heaven  is  high  above  the  earth,  so  great  is  His 
mercy  toward  them  that  fear  Him.  As  far  as 
the  east  is  from  the  west,  so  far  hath  He  re- 
moved our  transgressions  from  us.  Like  as  a 
father  pitieth  his  children,  so  the  Lord  pitieth 
them  that  fear  Him ;  for  He  knoweth  our  frame, 
He  remembereth  that  we  are  dust.  The  mercy 
of  the  Lord  is  from  everlasting  to  everlasting 
upon  them  that  fear  Him,  and  His  righteousness 
unto  children's  children;  to  such  as  keep  His 
covenant,  and  to  those  that  remember  His  com- 
mandments to  do  them.  A  father  of  the  father- 
less, and  a  judge  of  the  widows,  is  God  in  His 
holy  habitation.  Leave  thy  fatherless  children, 
saith  the  Lord,  I  will  preserve  them  alive ;  and 
let  thy  widows  trust  in  me. — Lam.  iii.  31  ;  Ps. 
ciii.  8-18,  lxviii.  5  ;  Jer.  xlix.  11. 

When  thou  art  in  tribulation,  if  thou  turn  to 
the  Lord  thy  God,  and  shalt  be  obedient  unto 
His  voice,  the  Lord  thy  God  is  a  merciful  God ; 
He  will  not  forsake  thee,  nor  destroy  thee.  And 
thou  shalt  remember  all  the  way  which  the  Lord 
thy  God  led  thee,  to  humble  thee,  and  to  prove 
thee,  to  know  what  was  in  thine  heart,  whether 
thou  wouldest  keep  His  commandments  or  no. 
Thou  shalt  also  consider,  that  as  a  man  chasten- 
eth  his  son,  so  the  Lord  thy  God  chasteneth 
thee.  That  the  trial  of  your  faith  being  much 
more  precious  than  of  gold  that  perisheth,  though 
it  be  tried  with  fire,  might  be  found  unto  praise, 
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and  honour,  and  glory,  at  the  appearing  of 
Jesus  Christ. — Deut.  iv.  30,  31,  viii.  2,  5  ;  1 
Peter,  i.  7.

Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  be- 
come the  first-fruits  of  them  that  slept.  For 
since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam 
all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive. 
But  every  man  in  his  own  order :  Christ  the 
first-fruits ;  afterward  they  that  are  Christ's  at 
His  coming. 

Then  cometh  the  end,  when  He  shall  have 
delivered  up  the  kingdom  to  God,  even  the 
Father ;  when  He  shall  have  put  down  all  rule, 
and  all  authority  and  power.  For  He  must 
reign  till  He  hath  put  all  enemies  under  His 
feet.  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is 
death.  For  He  hath  put  all  things  under  His 
feet.  But  when  He  saith,  All  things  are  put- 
under  Him,  it  is  manifest  that  He  is  excepted 
which  did  put  all  things  under  Him.  And 
when  all  things  shall  be  subdued  unto  Him, 
then  shall  the  Son  also  Himself  be  subject  unto 
Him  that  put  all  things  under  Him,  that  God 
may  be  all  in  all. 

But  some  man  will  say,  How  are  the  dead 
raised  up  ?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come  ? 
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Thou  fool,  that  which  thou  so  west  is  not  quick- 
ened except  it  die.  And  that  which  thou  sow- 
est,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall  be,  but 
bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some 
other  grain ;  but  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath 
pleased  Him,  and  to  every  seed  his  own  body. 
All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh :  but  there  is  one 
kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts, 
another  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds.  There 
are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial : 
but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the 
glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another.  There  is  one 
glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon, 
and  another  glory  of  the  stars ;  for  one  star 
differeth  from  another  star  in  glory.  So  also  is 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead :  it  is  sown  in  cor- 
ruption, it  is  raised  in  incorruption :  it  is  sown 
in  dishonour,  it  is  raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown 
in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power :  it  is  sown 
a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual 
body.  And  so  it  is  written,  The  first  Adam  was 
made  a  living  soul ;  the  last  Adam  was  made  a 
quickening  spirit,  Howbeit  that  was  not  first 
which  is  spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural ; 
and  afterward  that  which  is  spiritual.  The  first 
man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy ;  the  second  man  is 
the  Lord  from  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy,  such 
are  they  also  that  are  earthy :  and  as  is  the 
heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly. 
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And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy, 
we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 
Xow  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood 
cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God  ;  neither  doth 
corruption  inherit  incorruption.  Behold,  I  show 
you  a  mystery ;  AVe  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we 
shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump  (for  the 
trumpet  shall  sound) ;  and  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed. 
For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption, 
and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality.  So 
when  tliis  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incor- 
ruption, and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  im- 
mortality, then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the 
saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in 
victory.  0  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  0  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is 
sin ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But 
thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Therefore,  my 
beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  immovable, 
always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  for- 
asmuch as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in 
vain  in  the  Lord. — 1  Cor.  xv. 
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V. 


Our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment, 
worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal 
weight  of  glory  ;  while  we  look  not  at  the  things 
which  are  seen,  but  at  the  things  which  are  not 
seen  :  for  the  things  which  are  seen  are  temporal, 
but  the  things  which  are  not  seen  are  eternal. 
For  we  know  that  if  our  earthly  house  of  this 
tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we  have  a  building  of 
God,  an  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in 
the  heavens.  For  in  this  we  groan,  earnestly 
desiring  to  be  clothed  upon  with  our  house 
which  is  from  heaven :  if  so  be  that  being 
clothed  we  shall  not  be  found  naked.  For  we 
that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan,  being  bur- 
dened ;  not  for  that  we  would  be  unclothed,  but 
clothed  upon,  that  mortality  might  be  swal- 
lowed up  of  life.  Xow  He  that  hath  wrought 
us  for  the  self-same  thing  is  God,  who  also  hath 
given  unto  us  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit.  There- 
fore we  are  always  confident,  knowing  that, 
whilst  we  are  at  home  in  the  body,  we  are  ab- 
sent from  the  Lord  (for  we  walk  by  faith,  not 
by  sight) :  we  are  confident,  I  say,  and  willing 
rather  to  be  absent  from  the  body,  and  to  be 
present  with  the  Lord.  "Wherefore  we  labour, 
that  whether  present  or  absent,  we  may  be 
accepted   of  Him.      For   we   must    all    appear 
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before  the  judgment-seat  of  Christ ;  that  every 
one  may  receive  the  tilings  done  in  his  body, 
according  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be 
good  or  had. — 2  Cor.  iv.  17,  18  ;  v.  1-10. 

I  would  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant,  brethren, 
concerning  them  which  are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow 
not,  even  as  others  which  have  no  hope.  For  if 
we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  even 
so  them  also  which  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God 
bring  with  Him.  For  this  we  say  unto  you  by 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we  which  are  alive 
and  remain  unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord,  shall 
not  prevent  them  which  are  asleep.  For  the 
Lord  Himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  witli 
a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and 
with  the  trump  of  God  ;  and  the  dead  in  Christ 
shall  rise  first :  then  we  which  are  alive  and 
remain  shall  be  caught  up  together  with  them 
in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air :  and 
so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord.  Wherefore 
comfort  one  another  with  these  words. — 1  Thess. 
iv.  13-18. 

VI 

AT    THE    BURIAL    OF    A    CHILD. 

And   the   Lord  struck  the  child  that  Uriah's 
wife   bare   unto    David,   and   it   was   very   sick. 
David   therefore    besought    God   for   the  child  ; 
0 
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and  David  fasted,  and  went  in,  and  lay  all 
night  upon  the  earth.  And  the  elders  of  his 
house  arose,  and  went  to  him  to  raise  him  up 
from  the  earth  :  but  he  would  not,  neither  did 
he  eat  bread  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass 
on  the  seventh  day,  that  the  child  died.  And 
the  servants  of  David  feared  to  tell  him  that 
the  child  was  dead :  for  they  said,  Behold, 
while  the  child  was  yet  alive,  we  spake  unto 
him,  and  he  would  not  hearken  unto  our  voice  : 
how  will  he  then  vex  himself,  if  we  tell  him  that 
the  child  is  dead  ?  But  when  David  saw  that 
his  servants  whispered,  David  perceived  that 
the  child  was  dead :  therefore  David  said  unto 
his  servants,  Is  the  child  dead  ?  And  they  said, 
He  is  dead.  Then  David  arose  from  the  earth, 
and  washed,  and  anointed  himself,  and  changed 
his  apparel,  and  came  into  the  house  of  the 
Lord,  and  worshipped :  then  he  came  to  his 
own  house ;  and  when  he  required,  they  set 
bread  before  him,  and  he  did  eat.  Then  said 
his  servants  unto  him,  What  thing  is  this  that 
thou  hast  done  ?  Thou  didst  fast  and  weep  for 
the  child,  while  it  was  alive ;  but  when  the 
child  was  dead,  thou  didst  rise  and  eat  bread. 
And  he  said,  While  the  child  was  yet  alive, 
I  fasted  and  wept :  for  I  said,  Who  can  tell 
whether  God  will  be  gracious  to  me,  that  the 
child  may  live  ?  But  now  he  is  dead,  wherefore 
should  I  fast  ?  can  I  brine;  him  back  a^ain  ?     I 
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shall  go  to  him,  but  he  shall  not  return  to  me. 
— 2  Sam.  xii.  15-23. 

Jesus  said,  Suffer  little  children,  and  forbid 
them  not,  to  come  unto  me  :  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.  It  is  not  the  will  of  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven  that  one  of  these 
little  ones  should  perish.  For  I  say  unto  you, 
That  in  heaven  their  angels  do  always  behold 
the  face  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. — 
Matt.  xix.  14;  xviii.  14,  10. 

0  Lord,  our  Lord,  how  excellent  is  Thy  name 
in  all  the  earth !  Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes 
and  sucklings  Thou  hast  perfected  praise.  I 
thank  Thee,  0  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  because  Thou  hast  hid  these  things  from 
the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them 
unto  babes :  even  so,  Father,  for  so  it  seemed 
good  in  Thy  sight, — Ps.  viii.  1,  2  ;   Luke  x.  21. 

"We  have  not  an  High  Priest  which  cannot  be 
touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities ;  but 
was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet 
without  sin.  Let  us  therefore  come  boldly  unto 
the  throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  obtain  mercy, 
and  find  grace  to  help  in  time  of  need. — Heb. 
iv.  15,  16. 

The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken 
away :  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord. — Job, 
i.  21. 

Then  may  follow  one  or  more  of  these  Prayers. 
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ETEENAL  and  ever  -  blessed  God,  supreme 
Disposer  of  events,  out  of  the  depths  of 
our  sin  and  sorrow,  we,  the  frail  children  of  the 
dust,  would  lift  up  our  souls  unto  Thee. 

Through  all  time  and  change  Thou  art  the 
same ;  irresistible  in  might,  yet  infinite  in  wis- 
dom, love,  and  mercy ;  our  refuge  and  our 
strength ;  our  hope,  and  help,  and  comfort ;  our 
God  and  Father  in  Christ. 

Clouds  and  darkness  are  round  abo.ut  Thee, 
but  justice  and  judgment  are  the  habitation  of 
Thy  throne  :  mercy  and  truth  go  before  Thy 
face.  Though  Thou  slay  us,  yet  will  we  trust 
in  Thee.  Our  flesh  and  our  heart  fail ;  but 
Thou  art  the  strength  of  our  heart,  and  our 
portion  for  ever. 

Blessed  be  Thy  name,  0  God,  that  in  Thine 
unspeakable  love  Thou  didst  send  Thy  well- 
beloved  Son  into  this  world  to  be  our  Saviour, 
that  even  as  sin  had  reigned  unto  death,  so 
grace  might  reign  through  righteousness  unto 
eternal  life,  by  Jesus   Christ  our  Lord. 

Father  of  mercies  and  God  of  all  comfort,  - 
who  dost  not  afflict  willingly  the  children  of 
men,  but  lovest  those  whom  Thou  chastenest, 
draw  near,  we  earnestly  beseech  Thee,  with 
Thine  own  abundant  consolations,  to  those  who 
are  sorrowing  for  the  dead,  so  that  while  they 
mourn,  they  may  not  murmur,  or  faint  under 
Thy  rod ;  but,  remembering  Thine  unnumbered 
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past  and  present  mercies,  Thy  promises,  and 
all  Thy  love  in  Christ,  may  resign  themselves 
meekly  into  Thy  hands,  to  be  taught  and  dis- 
ciplined by  Thee.  Thou,  Lord,  knowest  their 
condition,  their  sorrows,  and  the  secrets  of  their 
hearts.  Pour  into  their  wounded  spirits  the 
balm  of  Thy  fatherly  wisdom  and  compassion ; 
and  grant  that,  loosened  from  earthly  ties, 
they  may  cleave  the  more  closely  to  Thee,  who 
bringest  life -out  of  death,  and  who  canst  turn 
their  grief  into  eternal  joy. 

Here  may  be  introduced  such  special  prayers  or 
petitions  as  are  proper  to  the  occasion. 

And  now,  0  merciful  God,  vouchsafe  unto  us, 
who  are  still  spared,  grace  to  receive  aright  the 
warnings  of  Thy  providence,  and  the  lessons 
taught  us  by  the  life  and  death  of  our  fellow- 
men.  May  every  instance  of  mortality  convince 
us  of  the  evil  of  sin,  and  the  vanity  of  earthly 
things,  and  lead  us  unto  Him  in  whom  pardon, 
peace,  and  life  are  to  be  found,  so  that  we  may 
be  delivered  from  both  the  power  of  sin  and  the 
fear  of  death.  And  grant  that,  whensoever  our 
call  shall  come,  our  souls  may  depart  in  peace, 
and  our  bodies  rest  in  hope  to  rise  in  glory, 
through  the  might  and  merits  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Saviour ;  for  whom,  and  through  whom,  we 
desire,  in  life  and  in  death,  to  bless  Thy  name  ; 
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and  to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
we  would  ascribe  all  glory  and  praise,  world 
without  end.

Divine  Service  shall  be  celebrated  according  to  the  usual 
order,  or  to  sicch  special  order  as  the  Presbytery  may 
judge  proper,  by  one  or  more  Ministers  appointed  for 
the  purpose. 

After  the  Sermon,  the  presiding  Afinister  shall  read 
from  the  pulpit  a  Narrative,  previously  approved  by 
the  Presbytery,  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Presbytery 
preparatory  to  the  solemnity  in  hand,  concluding  with 
these  words : — 

All  having  accordingly  been  so  far  done  in 
this  matter  as  is  required  by  the  law  and  usage 
of  the  Church,  the  Presbytery  will  now  proceed'" 

*  When  a  Minister  already  ordained  is  merely  to  be  inducted 
into  a  new  office,  the  words  will  be  as  follows:    "The  Presby- 
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to  ordain  the  said  A.  B.  to  the   h<>lv   ministry 
[and   thereafter   to   receive    and    admit    him    to 

the  office  of  ]  as  soon  as  he  shall  have 

answered  satisfactorily  the  questions  appointed 
by  the  Church. 

Then  the  Candidate,  standing  up  in  tlie  face  of  the  Con- 
gregation present,  shall  answer  the  questions  ap- 
pointed by  the  Church  to  be  put  to  those  who  are 
to  be  ordained  to  the  ministry,  or  admitted  to  any 
charge. 

[These  questions,  according  to  Act  10,  Assembly  171 1, 
are  as  follows  : — ] 

1 .  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  Word  of  God, 
and  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  manners  ?      An-

and  do  you  acknowledge  the  same  as  the  con- 
fession of  your  faith  ;  and  will  you  firmly  and 
constantly  adhere  thereto,  and  to  the  utmost 
of  your  power  assert,  maintain,  and  defend  the 

teiy  will  now  proceed  to  receive  and  admit  the  said  A.  B.  to  the 
office  of  .  as  soon/'  &c. 
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same  and  the  purity  of  worship  as  presently 
practised  in  this  national  Church,  and  asserted 
in  Act  15,  Assembly  1707,  entitled,  Act  against 
innovations  in  the  worship  of  God  ?

3.  Do  you  disown  all  Popish,  Arian,  Socinian, 
Arminian,  Bourignian,  and  other  doctrines,  tenets, 
and  opinions  whatsoever,  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  the  foresaid  Confession  of  Faith  ? 
Answer — I  do. 

4.  Are  you  persuaded  that  the  Presbyterian 
government  and  discipline  of  this  Church  are 
founded  upon  the  Word  of  God,  and  agreeable 
thereto ;  and  do  you  promise  to  submit  to  the 
said  government  and  discipline,  and  to  concur 
with  the  same,  and  never  to  endeavour,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  the  prejudice  or  subversion 
thereof,  but  to  the  utmost  of  your  power,  in 
your  station,  to  maintain,  support,  and  defend 
the  said  discipline  and  Presbyterian  govern- 
ment by  Kirk-sessions,  Presbyteries,  Provincial 
Synods,  and  General  Assemblies,  during  all  the 
days  of  your  life  ?

8.  Do  you  engage,  in  the  strength  and  grace 
of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  and  Master,  to  rule 
well  your  own  family,  to  live  a  holy  and  circum- 
spect life,  and  faithfully,  diligently,  and  cheer- 
fully to  discharge  all  the  parts  of  the  ministerial 
work,  to  the  edification  of  the  body  of  Christ  ? 

/• — I  do,  trusting  to  the  help  of  God. 

[0.  Do  you  accept  of,  and  close  with,  the  call 
to  be  pastor  of  this  parish,  and  promise  through 
grace  to  perform   all   the    duties  of  a  faithful 
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minister  of  the   Gospel  among  this    people  ?  * 
Answer — I  do,  trusting  to  the  help  of  God.] 

Then  ?nay  be  sung  Psalm  lxviii.  18-20 —

Then  shall  be  offered  the  following  Prayer,  at  the  Insti- 
tution of  a  Pastor : — 

ALMIGHTY  God,  who,  under  Thine  ever- 
blessed  Son,  the  great  Shepherd  of  Thy 
sheep,  hast  appointed  them  to  be  fed  and  guided 
by  Thy  ministering  servants  ;  we  thank  Thee 
that  Thou  hast  this  day  graciously  provided  a 
Pastor  for  a  portion  of  Thy  flock ;  and  we  earn- 
estly entreat  Thee  to  grant  unto  Thy  servant 
to  whom  this  solemn  charge  is  now  committed 
by  us  in  Thy  name,  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  fit  him 
more  and  more  for  the  work  to  which  he  has 
been  called.  Give  him  utterance  that  he  may 
boldly  make  known  Thy  Word  and  will,  and 
faithfully  dispense  the  mysteries  of  Thy  Gospel.

Crfjortation  before  tljc  J^olu  Communion. 

(Which  may  he  used  instead  of  that  on  page  173.) 

A  S  we  are  now  about  to  celebrate  the  Holy  Com- 
«■  munion  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  let 
us  consider  how  St  Paul  exhorteth  all  persons  to  ex- 
amine themselves  before  they  eat  of  that  bread  and 
drink  of  that  cup.  For  as  the  benefit  is  great,  if  with 
a  truly  penitent  heart,  and  lively  faith,  we  receive 
that  holy  Sacrament  (for  then  we  spiritually  eat  the 
flesh  of  Christ  and  drink  His  blood ;  then  we  dwell 
in  Christ  and  Christ  in  us,  we  are  one  with  Christ 
and  Christ  with  us),  so  is  the  danger  great  if  we 
receive  the  same  unworthily,  for  then  are  we  guilty 
of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord. 

Let  us  then  examine  ourselves  as  to  our  faith  in 
the  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  set  forth  in  the  Apostles' 
Creed,  as  follows  : — 

I  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  A  raker  of 
heaven  and  earth ;  and  in  Jesus  Christ  His  only  Son 
our  Lord,  who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  suffered  under  Pontius 
Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried  :  He  descended 
into   hell;    the    third   day  He  rose   again   from   the 
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dead;  He  ascended  into  heaven,  agd  sitteth  on  the 
right  hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty;  from  thence 
Be  shall  oome  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  I 
believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  the  holy  Catholic  Church; 
the  communion  of  saints;  the  forgiveness  <>f  sins;  the 
resurrection  of  the  body;  and  the  life  everlasting. 

Bat  as  "  faith  without  works  is  dead,  being  alone," 
let  us  further  examine  ourselves  whether  we  truly 
bear  the  Christian  character,  and  are  living  the 
Christian  life. 

The  Christian  character  is  described  by  our  Lord 
Himself  in  the  5th  chapter  of  St  Matthew,  at  the  3d 
verse,  where  we  read  : — 

Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit :  for  theirs  is  the  king- 
dom of  heaven. 

Blessed  are  they  that  mourn  :  for  they  shall  be  com- 
forted. 

Blessed  are  the  meek  :  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth. 

Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after 
righteousness  :  for  they  shall  be  filled. 

Blessed  are  the  merciful  :  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart :  for  they  shall  see  God. 

Blessed  are  the  peacemakers  :  for  they  shall  be  called 
the  children  of  God. 

Blessed  are  they  which  are  persecuted  for  righteous 
sake  :  fur  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

And  the  Christian  life  is  set  forth  by  St  Paul  in  his 
Epistle  to  the  Galatians,  in  the  5th  chapter  and  at 
the  2 2d  verse:— 

But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith, 

Meekness,  temperance  :  against  Bach  there  is  no  law. 

And  they  that  are  Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh  with 
the  affections  and  Lusts. 

U 
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Yet  as  we  must  all  confess  with  sorrow  that  we  have 
not  lived  thus,  let  us  chiefly  now  remember  the  lov- 
ing-kindness of  the  Saviour  to  all  such  as  truly  and 
heartily  repented ;  how  He  turned  not  any  away  from 
Him ;  how  He  blessed  the  woman  which  was  a  sinner, 
and  gave  to  the  penitent  thief  on  the  cross  the  assur- 
ance of  Paradise. 

Let  us  hear  also  what  comfortable  words  our  Sav- 
iour thus  saith  unto  all  that  truly  turn  to  Him : — 

Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden, 
and  I  will  give  you  rest. 

Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me  ;  for  I  am 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart :  and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto 
your  souls. 

For  my  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light. 

And— 

All  that  the  Father  giveth  me  shall  come  to  me  ;  and 
him  that  cometh  to  me,  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out. 

Hear  also  what  St  Paul  saith  in  his  First  Epistle 
to  Timothy  (1  Tim.  L  15)  :— 

This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation, 
that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners  ;  of 
whom  I  am  chief. 

Hear  also  what  St  John  saith  (1  John,  ii.  1)  : — 

If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate  with  the  Father, 
Jesus  Christ  the  righteous. 

And  He  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins  ;  and  not  for 
ours  only,  but  also  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

Ye  that  do  tndy  and  earnestly  repent  you  of  your 
sins,  and  are  in  love  and  charity  with  your  neigh- 
bours, and  purpose  to  lead  a  new  life,  following  the 
commandments  of  God,  and  walking  from  henceforth 
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in  His  holy  ways,  draw  near  with  faith  and  take  this 
holy  sacrament  to  your  comfort,  considering  that  Que 
worthiness  which  the  Lord  requireth  of  us  is,  that 
W6  be  truly  sorry  for  our  sins,  and  find  our  joy  and 
salvation  in  Him.  United  to  Him  who  is  holy,  even 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  are  accepted  of  the  Father, 
and  invited  to  partake  of  those  holy  things  that
